The three billion loaned w ill

bonds w ill he sold

States^ hut the federal government 
stands behind the bonds just

same as any other government bond 
and accepts the notes orf the gov­ 
ernments iiT the entente alliance on 
he loan. 
The government 
w ill re­ 
ceive the same rate of interest from 
he borrow-ers as it pays the buyers 


so that the government loses noth­ 
ing on the transaction. 
Rushville bankers believe that the 
issue 
w ill be oversubscribed. 
They 
hink that the people are just as 
patriotic as they were a half cen­ 
tury ago when the civil war bond is­ 


sue w*as oversubscriped. 
“ The Financier,” published in New 
York, shows that the bond* issue w ill 
be no hardship

It reveals that the national 
debt in the United States is only $9 
per capita and the m aterial wealth 
is $2,273 per capita, as compared to 
the following per capita statistics 
on the countries of Europe, the first 
figure mentioned being national debt 
and the second, m aterial wealth:

The special findings and conclusions 
of law favor the plaintiff in the ac- # 
tion, L . A. Fcazee, 
owner 
of the 
iConnersville 
Telephoine 
corapaip^, 
who sought a permanent injunction 
against 
the enforcement 
of rates 
and regulations established by 
the 


commission. 
The court also filed his findings in 
the case of Howard L. Rous against 
the Connersville Telephone company 
seeking to compel the free installa­ 
tion of a party 
line phone in his 
residence. 
The court holds tjiat the 
telephone company is legally justi-, 
fied, under existing conditions, in de­ 
clining 
to furnish 
Rons 
a single 
party line telephone until he puts 
up the required deposit. 
The costs 
in this case are 
assessed against 
Rous and 
in the 
other 
case the 
costs are placed ag>ainst the Public 


Service Commission. 
/ 
Judge Sparks review-ed the tele­ 
phone case at length and then enter a 
ed the permanent injunction against 
each order of the commission. 
The 
court first found that the rate 
of 
$1.40 per month fixed for the rural 
telephone service in a residence is

The Argentine wheat crop is 
short. Russia, the second 
largert 
producer of wheat in the world, is 
barely able to feed her fighting mil­ 
lions 
and 
her 
home 
population. 
France and Italy are draining their 
food supplies, and 
Germany 
and 
her .allies are pressed for?.the nec­ 
essities of life. 
Now, the United States is brought 
into the world war. 
Already flour 
has advanced from 
$12 to $20 
a 
barrel. 
Sheep have gone up. 
Milch 
cows which a few years ago sold for 
$20 and 
$30 
now bring * $70 and 
$100. 
Farm wages have advanced 
from 50 to 100 per cent, yet fa r­ 
mers cannot 
get help. 
The 
great 
dominant question is, how will 
the 
United States 
be able to feed 
its 
100,000,000 souls and at the »same 
time provide food for the 
millions 
struggling on 
the 
battlefields 
of 
Europe. 
Farm products must be used by 
the government for 
military 
pur­ 
poses. The railroads must transport 
troops and military 
supplies, 
and 
even if there 
was 
abundant 
food 
yield the 
transportation 
facilities 
would be inadequate to transport it. 
All this means that 
the individual 
must cope with the 
food 
problem. 
By enlisting in the 
ranks 
of the 
army being mobilized for the con­ 
version of back yards 
and vacant 
lots 
into food producing 
gardens, 
the civilian population of the coun­ 
try will be able 
to do 
“their bit.” 
Why not start now?

peace—(he floods, the tornadoes and 
the pestilences. 


"A chapter of the -American Bed 


Cross is an organization of 
all of 


the members of the Red Cross living 
in a given locality, usually a county. 


"The membership fee of one dol- 


lar emphasizes your willingness to 
make a slight sacrifice for the cause 
and involves 110 obligation whatever 
beyond the obligation of other citi- 
zens.
